The latest sign of tha increasing 
civilisation of Japan is a craze for 
speculation. An American mer- 
chant who has just returned from 
the Flowery Land says that the 
get-rich-quick fever has seized 
Japan, and unless the nation sobers 
down speculative crises will soon 
become as common ‘there as they 
are in Wall Street. ‘This gentle- 
man was amazed at the amount of 
speculation being indulged in by all 
classes in the principal cities. 
“The stock exchange in Tokio,”’ 
he says, *‘ unlike ours in Wall 
Street, is thrown open to the pub- 
lic, and is fiequently the scene of 
great excitement, and bucket shops 
of the worst description abound 
both in the capital and in othe: 
cities. ‘The produce and the rice 
exchanges sre other centres of 
feverish gambling, and already the 
newspapers are predicting that un- 
less legislation is changed some 
Japanese Leiter will yet attempt a 
corner in grain. I have just 
learned that companies and syndi- 
cates, floated during the twelve 
mozths ending January last, repre- 
sented the astonishing total capi- 
talization of $700,000,000.”’ 

nnother idol shattered ! We 
have always been taught to look 
upon the Jap as frugal, industrious 
and the very embodiment of dig- 
nity, self-control, and courtesy, It 
is difficult to imagine him, seized 
with a desire for sudden riches, 
digging his elbows iuto his neigh- 
bors’ ribs and rudely trampling 
upon their favorite corns in a wild 
scramble on the floor ‘of the stock 
exchange, and the very thought of 
his attempting a corner in the 
staple food of the nation comes as a 
shock to us. 


The Journal thinks it is time the 
Edmonton City Council eased up 
on the municipal money chest. 
Twice within a few days it has 
called attention to the unwisdom of 
continuing the present rate of ex- 
penditure. In an editorial in this 
morning’s issue ‘he following per- 
tinent remarks appear :-- 

Edmonton is spending money 
with a free hand. She is not 
spending it unnecessarily and, so 
far as one can judge, is spending it 
to good purpose. A city in the 
making can better afford to be a 
trifle lavish than stingy, and a 
generous appropriation of civic 
funds is one way of showing that 
faith ina city’s future which will 
do much to attract people to it. 
Because an immense program of 
civic works and improvements is 
now on the city’s hands and a dis- 
bursement account of from $20,000 
to $50,000 a week is just now being 
handled, is not to say that the city 
is going too far or heading toward 
bankruptcy. It merely shows that 
we are building for the future as 
well as for the present. 

But the citizens should not ex- 
pect any more for some considerable 
time than has now been under- 
taken. They should be willing to 
wait for minor improvements, ex- 
cept where the health and actual 
living necessities of the city are 
concerned. Edmonton has finan- 
cial resources, but the city fathers 


cannot Le supposed to keep oa 
handing out money for every bit of 
sidewalk and suchlike that the giti- 
zens might desire. ‘There should 


be a curtaiJment in petitions.

Geceived the world are numerous, 
Gamelli Carrieri, a Neapolitan gentle- 
man and scholar, while confined to his

the world. When the volume was pub- 
lished, it was taken as a fact even by 
learned people. 

The detailed account of a trip to 
China which is credited to Du Halde 
is another literary hoax. The author 
had never seen China and had been 
sufficiently clever to compile the work 
from the memoirs of Chinese 
missionaries, 

It is remarka'le, though no less a 
fact, that “Guiliver’s Travels” was 
thourht to be a trne narrative when it 
first nppeared, and the famous story of 
Damberger’s travels was likewise a 
hoax. 

Varillas, the French historian, enjoy- 
ed a wide reputation as a chronicler of 
events, but liter it was discovered that 
his works were purely fakes. The voi 
umes of this writer resemble those of 
Gregorio Reti, who, in orcer to keep 
himself from starving, appended the 
most unheard of incidents to English 
history as it was known.
